LONDON, January 28.—Mr. Edward Stanhope, 
Secretary of State for War, addressed a meet- 
ing of his constituents in the Horncastle Di- 
vision of Lincolnshire last evening. In the 
course of his remarks Mr. Stanhope said a 
thunder cloud was hanging over Europe and 
that sooner or later. probably sooner, it would 
burst, bringing the Sercest and most horrible 
war ever known. It was impossible, he 
declared, to view the preparations for war 
now being made throughout Europe, without 
seeing that a war was approaching. He 
hoped, however, that the wisdom of En- 
giand’s statesmen would prevent that nation 
trom becoming involved. 

MR. STANHOPE DENOUNCED. 

The Pall Mall Gazetie, commenting upon the 
speech, denounces the folly of such utter- 
ances as those of Mr. Stanhope and says they 
are calculated to do much mischief. It says 
that Mr. Stanhope’s heedless rhetoric is quite 
unjustified and expresses the hope that Lord 
Salisbury will take prompt measures to cor- 
rect the damage done by the Minister of War.

ENGLAND’S SOUTH AFRICAN POLICY. 


Earl Grey's Manifesto—Demolishing New- 
gate Prison—Copyright Decision. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, January 2).—The venerable Earl 
Grey, who still lives in seclusion on his mag- 
nificent estate in Northumberland, issues a 
long manifesto on the British policy in South 
Africa. He severely criticizes the Govern- 
ment, declares that little has been done 
towards performing the duty that Goschen 
says rests on England tor the welfare of the 
uncivilized races, or the extension of British 
influence over them which Salisbury considers 
so important, with a view to the extension 
of British commerce. He considers it desirable 
that immediate measures be taken to establish 
British authority in South Africa, and is con- 
vinced this might be accomplished without 
imposing any burdens On the British treasury, 
Earl Grey fairly sums up the views of a small 
but active band of politicians, among whom 
must now be reckoned Chamberlain, whoisa 
shareholder in the new British chartered 
East African Co. 

NEWGATE PRISON.

IMPORTANT COPYRIGHT DECISION.

FOOLISH IDA WILCOX. 


A Pretty American Girl Elopes With’a Mar- 
ried English Doctor. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Nice, January 29.—A great sensation has 
been caused here by the arrest at Paris of an 
American girl with an English doctor. The 
young lady’s name is Ida Wilcox, and she is a. 
daughter of Mrs. Caspar Wilcox of Rain- 
bridge, N. Y. She is 17 years old, is pretty 
and has been much admired since her arrival 
here with her mother a month ago. They 
were staying at the Pension Anglaise. Two 
weeks ago «a Dr. Sellon arrived from 
England with his son, a boy 8 years 
old, and stopped at the same house. 
The dootor affected to be an invalid and 
claimed that he came south to recover from 
an injury due to a fall from his horse. He 
was a handsome fellow of good address, with 
plenty of money and from the outset paid a 
good deal of attention to Ida. A week ago a 
lady at tile Pension Anglaise told Mrs. Wilcox 
that the doctor was flirting too much with Ida 
and advised her to put a stop to it as the doc- 
tor had a wife in England, Mrs. Wilcox chided 
Ida on the subject, but as the girljwas not in- 
clined to discontinue the intimacy, the mother 
left Nice with ber daughter and moved to 8 
hotel at Mentone. 

THE ELOPEMENT. 

The girl left a note for the doctor telling him 
where she was going. He followed the day 
afterwards and put up at the same hotel. The 
mother met him inthe hal! and a great row 
ensued, the result of which was that the girl 
promised to give him up. Last Thursday the 
doctor tried to get somebody to take his boy 
to London in order to put him in charge of a 
relative there, but failed -in his endeavors. 
On Friday he 1 at the railway station 
at Mentone with the boy and Ida,who he passed 
off as the boy’s governess. Ida seemed 
much excited. he station agent sold them 
tickets to Ventimiglia, on the Italian frontier, 
where Ida cashed a check payable to eithcr 
herself or her mother, for The state- 
ment that the girl had stolen, the monev was 
wrong, as thecheck had been given to her by 
her mother to cash. With funds thus ob- 
tained the eloping party traveled via Genoa, 
Turin and Dijon to Paris, where — 3 were 
arrested. The mother waited all day for Ida. 
to come back with the money, but instead a 
messenger delivered a note from the 
girl, saying that she had run away and asking 
to be forgotten, as she had determined never 
to return. The mother at once went to the 
American Consul here, Heathaway, who saw 
the public Prosecutor on the subject, in con- 
sequence of which the police at Paris were in- 
structed by him to arrest the couple imme- 
diately on their arrival. 

THE ELOPERS CAUGHT. 

When the train arrived at the Paris termi- 
nus Dr. Sellon called a cab and told the driver 
to gotothe Grande Hotel. Before he could 
start the police arrested him. He protested 
that the girl was of age and that she had come 
with bim of her own accord. The whole party 
were started back by the first train for Men- 
tone, where the mother awaits them. The 
incident has created a great scandal amon 
the Americans here. The laws dealing wit 
abduction are very severe in France, and the 
frienas of the girl’s mother propose to make 
it warm for the doctor.

The strikers are preparing to do this 
and they predict that the car will 
not run below Eighth street.

who had attempted to overthrow the dynasty. 
Nor were they by any means indifferent to the 
fact that he could s to his subjects in 
seven of the fourteen languages and dialects 
used in the country. A year before his ac- 
cession to the throne be went to Pesth to 
represent the Emperor at the ceremony con- 
nected with the assumption of office of the 
Palatine of Hungary. To the amazement, of 
the magnates sasembied in the local Reichs. 
rath the youthfal Ha urg, instead of ad- 
dreasing them in Latin, as was customary, 
spoke with perfect fluency in Hungarian. At the 
very opening words of his address, delivered 
in a language which the Hapsburgs had hith- 
erte ignored, and whieh since the reign of 
Mathias Corvinus had gunk to the ignominious 
level of an unlettered 5 u, the assembly 
broke out into enthusiastic applause. The 
magnates had heard muen of the linguistic ac- 
quirements of the heir-presumptive,but his 
baranguing them in the very language which 
his illustrious ancestress, Maria Theresa, in her 
one-sided policy, bad looked upon with dis- 
favor, at once kindled within them hope and 
confidence, which the future was fully to jna. 
tify. The Emperor’s knowledge of Bohefuian 
and the Sclavonic dialects spoken in the Em- 
pire is extensive and, sithough his Majesty 
does not „ Engthish in talking with En- 
Kliehmen or Americans, he is conversant with 
the English language and literature. 
HIS SOLDIERLY QUALITIES. 

The Emperor, besides being familiar with 
the legislative and constitutional laws, knows 
so to say, by heart the special statutes of 
the different provinces. He has shown him- 
self to be a brave and resolute soldier. In 
1848, before his n to the throne, 
he took an active part, under Gen. Radetzky, 
in the battle of Santa Lucia. Atthe outbreak 
of the Italian war, by his own request, in- 
stead of taking possession of the governor- 
ship of Bohemia, he was sent to share the 
tortunes of the army. Radetzky, dreading 
the +g oot | of having the young Prince 
with him, begxed of him to leave the seat of 
war. But he refused, announcing bis deter- 
mination to be present during the fighting. 

The Emperor isa Splendid borseman. His 
slender and graceful re is well adapted to 
the saddie. When riding with his staff he can 
be recognized at a distance, being quite a 
conspicuous figure in the cavaicade. Cu- 
riously enough, when a boy, he was afraid of 
borses, and it required eonsieerable persua- 
sion to induce himto mount the quietest of 
ponies. No sooner had he, at the age of 15, 
commenced his military studies than he over- 
caine his timidity, and soon was abie to per- 
form expert feats of horsemanship. 

HIS DAILY Lin. 

There is a certain window in the Palace of 
the Hofburg from which a flood of light 
streams forth long before daybreak whea- 
ever the Emperor is in Wein. His Majesty, 
who ocoupies the room within, is absorbed 
in the business of State, while the population 
is stiil plunged in sleep. The Emperor is an 
indefatigabie worker He enjoys excellent 
health, and nothing seems to fatigue him.

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PRESIDENT CLEVELAND TO SEND A COMMU- 
NICATION TO CONGRESS ON THE SUBJECT 


A Suggestion for the Exercise of Wider 
Descretion—Probable Course of Ger- 
many— The Recent Conflict in Samoa 
Admiral Kimberly’s Instructions—Ob- 
scure Points in the Complications Ex- 
plained by Secretary Bayard, 


WASHINGTON, D. O., January 29.—The Pres- 
ident will to-day send to Congress a com- 
munication on the Samoan guestion, not in 
response to any request that has been made 
by cither house, but for the purpose of assist- 


ing Congress to comply with his request made 


on January 14 for the exercise of the larger 
discretion conferred by the Constitution upon 
the legislative branch -of the Government. 
The communication of the President may 
serve the purpose of clearing up the talk that 
has been indulged in about an alleged 
ret agreement’’ between Secretary Bay- 
ard, Minister West of Great Britain 
and Minister von Alvensleben of Germany. 
The necessity for action upon the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion for the exercise of wider 
discretion’’ will, it is believed, take more 
definite sbape than the appropriation of halt 
a million of money for purposes not Indicated 
except in the words ‘‘to protect American 
interests. Judged by its course in the past, 


the German Empire will not let it pass with- 
out notice of the killing of the twenty-one 
sailors, who lost their lives in the recent en- 
counter at — 1 — In August, 1887, 
nee Bismarck declared, in a ! 1 to 
Minister von Alvensleben, his determination 
to make war upon Malietoa, to obtain the 
satisfaction and reparation which are due to 
our national honor’” because of certain rob- 
berries and other alleged injuries inflicted 
upon Germans, He made g that declara- 
tion by shelling towns, destroying houses and 
seizing lands. hut no German blood had been 
spilled. Now that offense has been committed, 
and tne Germans win unquestionably main- 
tain that it was committed while the German 
forces were employed in protecting German 
roperty. The later German attacks upon 
amoan towns were admittedly made in ac- 
cord with Bismarcks determination 
that the natives should be held 
to account for their disregard of 
German demands. Bismarck says that he is 
bound to bring about ‘‘necessary reforms in 
order to establish lasting peace. He can 
compel peace by subjugating the islands. It ia 
yet too early to expect to hear of a demonstra- 
tion in force to avenge the injury of the fifty- 
two killed and wounded, who were the victims 
of the affair of December 18. It is not expect 
ing too much to look fora report of a severe 
punishment of the natives who took part in 
the attack upon the Germans. 
WHAT WILL AMERICA DO? 

The American fleet will probably be on 
hand and watchful of the action of the Ger- 
mans. But what will the commanders of the 
United States ships do? Will they protest 
„ the unnecessary and cruel treatment 
of the natives, as they have done before, and 
then rest, Or will they forcibly interfere to 
yrevent the punishment of the forces of 

ataafa? The United States forces have 
no greater’ authority now than they 
had two years ago to interfere 
with Germanys plans for compelling the 
Samoans to regard the obligations to which 
Germany insists upon holding the islands. In- 
terference might result in serious conse- 
quences, much more serious, perhaps, than 
may be regarded by this government as de- 
sirable. When Prince Bismarck announced 
his purpose of making war on Malietoa in 
1687, Havall had taken steps to form an 
alliance with Malietoa and to uphold his claim 
to be King. Bismarck said of this interven- 
tion In his characteristic blunt manner: ‘‘In 
case Hawaii, whose King acts according to 
financial principles which it is not 
desirable to extend to Samoa, should try to 
interfere in favor of Malietoa, the King of 
the Sandwich Islands would thereby enter 
into a state of war with us. 

The Admiral of the United States fleet is 
well acquainted with all the correspondence 
on the Samoan question. It is not at all likely 
that he has overlooked this utterance of Bis- 
marek. Will he interfere now, if his inter- 
ference seems likely to provoke Bismarck to 
apply to the United States, the words of his 
warning to Hawaii? 


Obecure Points Explained. 


BALTIMORE, Md., January 20.—In a special 
dispatch to the Sun from Washington a aum 
ber of obscure and doubtful pointsin the 


Sam oan complications are explained bystate- 
ments from Seeretary Bayard. Mr. Bayard 
says that Germany has given this country 
no casus belli, that our fag has not 
been insulted, or American property destroy- 
ed, and the whole question is, shall the coun- 
try assert the independence of Samoa by force 
of arms, need be, against German agres- 
sion? As this involves the question of peace 
or war, the determination of which resides 
with Congress, the whole subject has been 
referred to that body, the President not feel- 
ing authorized to take further steps whicn 
might precipitate hostilities.

AUSTRALIA AND THE UNITED STATES A8 
VIEWED BY THE OXFORD HISTORIAN. 


Prof. Freeman Discusses the Points of 
Similarity — Possible Independence of 
Canada and Australia—The Unien of All 
English-Speaking Countries in a Loose 
Federstion a Possibility of the Future. 


HERE isan article in a 
late number of Macmillan's 
Magazine, dated from 
Sydney and signed B. R. 
Wise, which is eminently 
worth reading by any 
one who cares about the 
relations between the 
different English-speaxk- 
ing communities of the 
worid. It is, I venture 
to think, worth reading, 
not only in Great Britain 
and in the still dependent colonies of Great 
Britain, but in whatI hope I may venture to 
call the independent colonies of England—in 
the United States of America. Mr. Wise, an 
Australian colonist, seems to have no wieh 
whatever to separate his own land from the 
the rule of Great Btitain; but he speaks freely 
and truly against much of the nonsense 
which is talked under the name ot 
Imperial Federation. He modestly says that 
he does not speak upon behbalfof any one 
except acertain number of Australians,’’ but 
he says a good deal that is worth thinking of 
a good way beyond Australia. He talks, to 
be sure, about empire“ and imperial. The 
fashion, perhaps, is too strong for him to 
withstand, but it is in anything but the grand, 
swaggering imperial style that he writes. 
„»The interests of the several portions of the 
empire are various, and perhaps confiict- 
ing.’’ 4 person writing for Australia can- 
not without presumption express an opinion 
on the feelings of  Canadians.’’ No 
truth can be more certain than this 
last. The difference in the position 
of Australia and Canada consists in this—- 
that Canada has, and that Australia has not, 
another English-speaking land marching on 
italong a vast frontier. This gives Canada 
a special chance which Australia has not. 
Australia may set up for itself or it may re- 
main dependent on Great Britain. So may 
Canada. Australia, again, either dependent 
or independent, may remain asystem of de- 
tached States, or it may, like Canada, form 
iteelf into a federal or quasi-federal body. But 
Manada may do a third thing besides either 
setting up for itself or keeping its connection 
with Great Britain. It may 
JOIN THE UNITED STATES. 

Australia has no such chance; there is no 
neighboring body like the United States to 
which it can attach itself. Again, Canada has 
one neighbor, and is not likely to have any 
more. Australia at present no neighbors, 
but is likely to have a goodmany. For, as 
Mr. Wise points out, Australia has a number 
of interests connected with India, China and 
the Eastern seas,in which Canada has no share. 
One of them, to be sure, touches the United 
States as well as Australia. In both lands the 
ola question between the European and the 


‘barbarian has turned up again in a new shape. 


In other words, what is either land to do in 
the face of Chinese iinm®gration? But in the 
United States that question is isolated; in 
Australia it is joined on to a great many 
others. In Mr. Wise’s eve England is a power 
Asiatic rather, than —. — a doctrine 
which the Engli8b of Great Britain may some- 
times be tempted to use by way of a rhetori- 
cal flourish, but which they are certain never 
to act on practically In the way that Mr. Wise 
would seemingly wish. It might possibly sult 
Australia if the center of her empire —in 
older phrase, of the Queen’s dominions—were 
to be removed from Westmister to Delhi. But 
such a change would surely be a fresh tempta- 
tion to Canada to seek another center at 
Washington. 
Mr. speaks a good many home truths 
to those who are always talking about ‘‘Im- 
Federation,’’ without so much as

One would like to know because the principle 
from which Sir Henry Parkes starts is 

eminently sound and true. 
Sir Henry explains himself more fully, one 
may dream a little dream of one’s own not for 
the first time. 
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selves the more because they are not ‘‘finely 
expressed,’’ but are straightforward and easy 
to be understood. Still we may learn some- 
thing from Sir Henry Parkes, notwithstanding 
the fineness of his expressions. His negative 
conclusions do not go for much. Tue future 
of these Australian colonies’’ will not ‘‘be a 
copy of anything that has gone before.’’ 
They will not even cop the consti- 
tution of the United States of America. If 
anybody recommended that they should, he 
was not a very wise person, for assuredly no 
constitution can be translated bodily from one 
country toanother. But without ‘‘copying’’ 
the Constitution of the United States, the Aus- 
tralian colonies might very likely learn a good 
deal from it. The Swiss Federal Constitution 
is not a copy ot the American; but it is plam 
that those who framed it had studied the 
American Constitution and followed it so far 
as they thought 
SUITED THEIR OWN CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Sir Henry Parkes, moreover, does not be- 
lieve that the Australian colonies will ever 
think of copying any of the ancient republics. 
He who suggested that course must have been . 
yet more unwise than he who suggested the 
copying of the American Constitution; he 
must be so oddly unwise that one would 
really Hike to know who be is. Sir Henry 
Parkes may wellsay: ‘‘The thing is out of 

uestion.’’ But, without doing anything so 
oolish as trying to copy any ofthe ancient 
republics, it quite possible that Sir 
Henry Parkes ‘or anybody else might 
learn something by studying the rela- 
tions between wetropolis —— colony among 
the ancient republies—relatiens which had at 
least the advantage of making a course of 
independence neediess. But what most con- 
cerns us is Sir Henry Parkes’ notion of what 
is to happen to the speakers of English 
throughout the world, and seemingly to some 
who are not speakers of English. 

»I firmly believe that itis within the range 
of human probability that the great groups of 
free communities connected with England 
will, in separate federations, be united tothe 
mother country—not by any scheme such as 
has been called Imperial Federation, but by 
the empire being a compact central power, 
and free communities, like the North Amer- 
ican colonies, the Australian colonies, the 
African colonies and the settlements in India, 
being in independent federations conn 
by some new bond to the parent State. 

This is doubtless — expressed, but it 
is a little dark; the puzzling thing is whether 
by ‘‘the settiements in India’’ are meant 
merely Europeans in India, or whether Sir 
Henry Parkes is ready to enter into a federal 
bond with millions of Mussulmans and Hin- 
doos who would speedily outyote both Aus- 
tralia and Great Britain. Mr. Wise bolds 
Great Britian tobe a power more Asiatic 
than European, but he hardly wishes it to be 
Asiatic in this sense. But the most interest-

FEAR OF THE PEOPLE. 

Sunday’s election in Paris furnishes 
strong evidence that France has not yet 
grasped the full spirit and meaning of 
popular government through republican 
institutions. 

There still exists in the minds of the 
dominant classes a fear of the people. 


| This is the last remnant of the habits of 


political thought formed under a mon- 
archical form of government, It consists 
of a firm conviction that the ruling party 
essentially represents the government 
and that control by it is necessary to the 
actual preservation of existing institu- 
tions. On the other hand the people are 
looked upon as a huge monster which 
must be soothed, is to be feared, and may 
be pricked into madness by some desper- 
ate adventurer at any moment. 

At present, because BOULANGER has won 
the confidence and admiration of the peo- 
ple, and has gained their suffrages, he is 
regarded as a menace to the Republic 
and the possible leader of a revolution. 
There is serious talk of arresting him on 
one pretext or another. In this country, 
if the laws made it possible, one man 
might get every vote in the land, and yet 
no one would fear for the safety of the 
Republic. The party in control and the 
policy of the Government may change 
every four years, and the representative 
House of Congress every two years, with- 
out a hint of menace to free institutions. 
When the people of the United States ex- 
press their will, although it be ill-advised 
and unjust, itis obeyed with firm faith 
that, ultimately, right will prevail. 

Until respect for the will, confidence in 
the honesty and judgment, and implicit 
obedience to the demands of the people 
have been gained by Frenchmen, there 
can be no unwavering trust in popular 
Government in France. 
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A DAY FOR IRELAND, 


The suggestion of the Post-DisPaTcH

A day or 
two later & N. year -old- boy named Willie 
O'Laugblin vas caught in a well-known 
pawnbroker's establishment in an endeavor to 
sell the watch. The boy was arrested and 
the wated identified as the one which was 
ken from the man who had been robbed. 
The court records show that the boy pleaded 
guilty to attempted highway robbery and was 
sentenced to ive years in the penitentiary. 
He was sent to the State prison to serve his 
term. It vas the first time he had ever been 
guilty of serious wrong doing and, as he says 
pimecif, he bas had ample opportunity to 
meditate over the well worn maxim that 
honesty is, after all, the best policy. 

4 SISTER'S LOVE. 

But although O’Laughlin felt keenly the. 
pein attaching to the situation, his mother 
and particularly his older sister, Mrs. Cutier, 
greatly, not alone from the 
pain caused by the unpleasant 
potoriety of the case, but more 
especially from their concern about the boy 
himself, who was frail and slightly built and, 
above all, unfitted for the rough life which 
awaited himin prison. He was taken away 
after a heart-breaking scene and started in to 
make the most out ofa decidedly bad situa- 
tion. Butalthough he had resigned himself 
to his fate his sister determined to do every 
thing in her powerto bring him back to bis 
home, and her efforts were spurred on by the 
fact that Mrs. O' Laughlin, the mother, was in 
bad health and in danger of dying before 
Willie could return home under the 
law. She was determined to get 
her brother out of prison, but she 
bad no very clear idea ‘of the 


best methods to followin the case. At any 
rate she knew that money would be necessary 
for the furtherance of her purpose, and she 
set to work to earn and save up an amount 
necessary. Outofthe earnings of her hus- 
band’s labor and her own exertions she had, 
in three years, accumulated a small sum 
which she intended to pay to a lawyer for his 
advice in the case and to expend in any other 
way necessary to obtain the release of her 


brotker. 
4 PARDON GRANTED. 

The time for release was drawing near and 
only about @ year remained for him to serve, 
but Mrs. Laugulin's bealth wasin no way im- 
proved and it was evident that the boy’s par- 
don had to be obtained quickly. Is was at 
this functure that young G Laughlin himeelf 
was taken severely sick. He was subject to 
hemorrhages from the lungs and wus sent to 
the prison © then wrote to 
his mother 
and that the bysician at 
had told him that they despaired of his life. 
And further, that if she wished to see him 
alive again she would have to go to Jefferson 
City, as he was unable to move and, even if he 
were, there was yet a whole year of his 
sentence unserved. 

Mrs, Cutler now saw that something must be 
done and done gusty. She therefore took 
the money she had saved in the four years of 
her brother’s imprisonment and with it took 
her mother and a younger sister to 
Jefferson City. They found their brother 
very sicx indeed and ater a short interview 
with him they wert to the Governor and laid 
the case before him, pleading hard for the 
bey’s pardon. Gov, Morehouse was much 
moved and speedily granted the pardon. 
When the family returned from Jefferson City 
they brought with them young O’Laughiin 
who had, at the prospects ofa happy reunion 
with his mother and sisters, rallied and re- 
covered his health to a great extent. The fam-

The plan adopted heretofore 

has been to refer the appli- 

cations to the Chief of Police, who in turn 

would refer them to the Captain in the dis- 

tricte in which the saloons were situate, who 

in turn would refer them to the sergeants of 

the precincts, who in turn would call upon the 

patroimen walking the beats past the doors 

of the dram-shops. The theory of this sys- 

tem has been that the errors of the patrolmen 

were subject to correction by the sergeants, 

who were to be reviewed by the captains, 

whose findings were to be overhauled by the 

Oh iet, who would be expecte} *~ satiafy the 
board of the correetness of the report. 

While this house-that-Jaek-built plan has 
some advantages and in theory is well nigh 
perfect, yet ithas been found that the ser- 
geants have not always reviewed their patrol- 
men’s work, the captains have not been al- 
ways careful to ascertain the correctness of 
the sergeants’ reports, while the Chief has 
merely transmitted to the board the work of 


his subordinates.

. to secure that proper review which 
is as necessary for the secused as for

trict in which the dram-shop is situate 
with instructions to report nis Sanding 
on the moral character of the owner an 
surroundings of the saloon. This would give 
the commissioners direct charge of the in- 
vestigation, and in it they would bave the aid 
of every patrolman, sergeant, captain and 
detective in the Police Department and might 
also take the testimony of reputable citizens. 

This sort of an investigation would more 
complete than the present system ad- 
mits of. It would not be limited by any 
district precinct or beat boundary lines. but 
would extend to all the interests and records 
of the men under investigation.

be more fair and would have better results. 

One good issue of the old system was the 
closing of Patrick Montague’'s dive at 413 Mor- 
gan street.

A DISGUISED BLESSING. 


THE PRESENT SCARCITY OF GAME INDICA- 
TIVE OF FUTURE ABUNDANCE. 


The Dearth of Game Birds and Venison in 
the Markets and Ite Causes—An Open 
Winter Preserves the Game-—Parties of 
Trappers and Pot-Hunters Slaughter in 
the Snow. 


HE appearance of 
our markets this 
year is very differ- 
ent from that 
usually presented. 
Not for years has 
there been a season 
during which game 
has been so scarce 
and dear as it is this 
Winter, said Will- 
iam B. Altdort, who 
was seen by arep- 
resentative of the 
Posr-Disraren atthe Laclede Hotel. Be- 
sides being an entbusiastic hunter myself, I 
have for a number of years been interested in 
the purchase and sale ot game, and this has 
necessitateda knowledge of the haunts and 
habits of our game birds and animais 
such as it would be saimost impossibie 
fora simple sporteman to acquire. I have 
heard it remarked with regret twenty times 
over that our game was fast disappearing, and 
the condition of the .market this winter bas 
been introduced as a proof of this asser- 


tion. * 
A BLESSING IN DISGUISE. 


It is true that the game laws are not nearly 
so strict as they should be, and such as they 
are their enfOrcement is the rare exception, 
but instead of this winter’s market being a 
sign of presentand coming dearth, it is most 
encouraging to all who desire to see our game 
birds and animals increase ia numbers. The 
reason of the present scarcity is not that 
game cannot be found, but that it 
has not deen killed. The cause 
of this is to be found 
not in the too effective work of the hunter and 
trapper, but in the fact that the winter has 
been warm and open to an unexpected degree. 
This operates in two ways, both of which op- 
erate in favor of the game and against its de- 
struction ; the greater difficulties met with in 
finding and killing. birds and deer, and the 
smaller reward offered to the pot-hunter. 
First, astothe quail. This bird is probably 


the only one that increases in numbers with the 


advanoe of civilization. The planting of corn 
and wheat flelds enabies ten quail to pick up a 


living where one did before, and if the gun 
alone were used there would be no danger 
whatever of the supply running short. 


TRAPPING QUAIL. 

But to the gun has been added the far more 
deadly net, and by ite use the quail stand a 
very good chance of being exterminated. The

These nets 
are really nothing more than long tunnels of 
twine, the birds, when once they have en- 
tered, not having sense encugs we turn about 
and get out as they got in. hen the quail 
are closely packed all the birds within a 
radius of several miles can be captured in 
this way, and during the next winter 
scarcely any cam be found. Another 
deadly trick of the t-hunter is for 
two or three of the guild to crawito some 
sheltered hollow where the birds are known 
to be, and there await the rising of the sun. 
At night the quail pack closely, and during a 
cold snap several hundred will be collected in 
. N mass within a space afew yards in 
diameter. As soon as itis light, and before 
the birds are fairly awake, at a given si 
three or four heavy duck guns are fired into 
the mass of feathers, with terribie effect, as 
even more are wounded than killed. This 
winter, however, these tactics have not been 
possible. But tittle snow has fallen, all the fields 
are open, and the birds are almost as much 
scattered as in the fall. Where this is the case 
the netter reaps but a small harvest, and the 
legitimate sportsman is the only one who can 
hope for any success. :
